Four Factors in Situation for 
Consideration by Consum- 
ers of Electricity. 


MONOPOLY IN CONTROL 


Administration Refuses to Rec- 
ognize Franchises of 
Competitors, 


For the consumer of electricity whose 
interests may be affected by this liti- 
gation, to comprehend thoroughly the 
lighting situation in St. Louis, it ig nec- 
essary for him to consider these four 
important factors in ali of their various 
relationships: 

1, The monopoly of the Union Electric 
light and Power Co. 

2. The new municipal administration. 

3. Jeptha Howe, the Republican boss, 
and 

4. The new lighting companies. : 

The business of the Union Blectric 
Light and Power Co. would be seriously 
affected by competition, which might 
foree a reduction of rates and a simplifi, 
eation ef schedules. The competitive bid 
of the Light and Development Co. for 
the city lighting centract »foreed a re- 
duction from $98 an are lamp to $60 an 
arc lamp, a saving of at least $600,000 on 
thet item glone during the 10 years of 
the contract. 

While the Light and Development Co. 
failed to get the contract, Union Electric 
was forced to make a low rate to the 
city to prevent its rival from obtaining 
a franchise which was to go to the suce- 
cessful bidder, provided it had no fran- 
chise. 

This first shadow of competition re- 
sulted in a big saving to the taxpayers 
of the eity. The franchise offered by 
the city provided a schedule of rates 
at least 20 per cent lower than those 
of the Union Blectric Light & Power 
Co. 


Chance to Show Attitude, 
One of the new administration’s first 


opportunities to demonstrate its atti- 
tude on the important utilities ques-~ 
tion was afforded when the Light & 
Development Co and the West End 
Light & Power Co applied for permits 
to erect poles and wires under their ac- 
quired franchises preparatory te be- 
ginning business. These companies were 
both making plans to serve electricity 
to consumers in St. Louis as competi- 
tors of Union Dlectric. 

The administration, with Frederick H. 
Krelismann as Mayor and Maxime Re- 
ber as president of the Board ef Pub- 
lic Improvements, refused to recognige 
the franchise rights of the competitors 
of the lighting monopoly after they had 
been both officially informed by City 
Counselor Bates that these were valid 
franchises, and alae after Judge Grimm 
of the Circuit Court had held that the 
franchise of the West End company is 
good.

to deprive corporations of their charters 
or franchises, but Mr. Howe says he

O. Hocker, whe refuses te disclose the 
identity of hia mysterious client.

If the suits do nothing else, they will 
prevent the early return to competitive 
cenditiona in electric lighting, and 
thereby aid the monopoly in its com- 
plete control of the local field. 

Except the two franchises held by the 
Light & Development Co. and the West 
End there is but one other known elec- 
tric lighting franchise in St. Louis, and 
that is held by the Laclede Gas Light 
Co., which, having no plant of its own, 
supplies its few customers with current 
purchased from the Union Electric.

CORPORATION TAX AND ° 

A hard fight is being made to the 
so-called inquisitorial feature of the proposed cor- 
poration tax, and it is reported that President 
Taft has agreed to a modification of the publicity 
provision which will make it less “objectionable” 
to corporation agents and privileged interests. 
As one of these gentlemen put it, pithily, “If 
they can fix it-so that we do not have to have a 
lot of men of the cheap Government inspector 
type poking through our affairs, it is all right.” 

That is to say, the corporations which beg for 
high protection and other law-made advantages 
on the ground of poverty, are afraid to submit 
their affairs to Government inspection. The plea 
of poverty ,which is always convincing among 
statesmen of the Aldrich school may not be so 
overpowering when addressed to a United States 
revenue collector who has all their books open 
before him. 

These gentry do not object to the tax. But 
they do abhor any attempt on the part of any 
public authority to lift the veil that all men 
may see their real financial and commercial 
strength. 

According to the agreement: between the Pres- 
ident and the Aldrich-Root clique. the sworn 
statement of the corporation shall be accepted in 
all instances except “upon evidence justifying the 
opinion that the return made by a corporation 
is incorrect.” In that event a revenue agent may 
be delegated to examine the books and papers 
of the suspected corporation and take the testi- 
mony of its responsible officers. 

He will be a daring revenue agent who ventures 
to make a presentment of fraud against one of 
the great monopolies whica have received certifi- 
cates of poverty in the shape of a protective duty 
from the United States Government. On what evi- 
dence will he base his presentment of fraud, if 
he is denied access to the monopoly’s accounts? 

The one thing these monopolies fear above all 
things is publicity. They have obtained protec- 
tion and privilege by means of an unproved plea, 
and they confess that this protection and privi- 
lege may be endangered if, at any time, they are 
made to prove it, by opening their accounts to 
Government insrection. 

It is the ultimate of impudence. But the Presi- 
dent appears to have yielded we one provision of 
the corporation tax which i; designed to serve 
the public interest. 

The importance of this amendment lies, not in 
the revenue which it promises, but in the pub- 
licity. which it insures. If this is surrendered the 
corporation tax will be of very little if any ben- 
efit to the courtry.

GIFTS TO STATE UNIVERSITIES. 

The Governor of Nebraska and the chancellor 
of the State University have refused to grant the 
students’ appeal, asking them to accept an of- 
fered gift of $650,000 from Mr. Rockefeller to pro- 
vide an athletic field. 

Since the university is a State institution, sup- 
ported by the people i:: the public interest, this 
reluctance to contract obligations to a private 
citizen is praiseworthy. And we may hope that 
the Governor and chancellor will stand firm, re- 
fusing all private donations. 

State universities, while they maintain’ their 
independence of all but the people of the State, 
may be relied upon to preserve a democratic tone 
and a freedom from any bias due to gratitude for 
favors received. It is highly necessary in this 
country to think of education as a public right 
rather than a private privilege, and this can be 
insured only by excluding all but the public in- 
terest from the public schools and universities.

}ease where the women can regain their votes by 
a well-organized strike.

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SEWARD’S FOLLY. 

The gold diggings of Fairbanks, Alaska, alone, 
will yield not less than $12,000,000 this year, ac- 
cording to estimates made for a Seattle bank. — 
This is a seasonable reminder of one of the 
best bargains ever made by the United States 
Government, a bargain sneeringly described at 
the time as Seward’s folly. In the year 1867 Mr. 
Seward negotiated the cession by Russia of the 
entire territory known now as Alaska. The treaty 
was vigorously supported in the Senate by 
Charles Sumner, who is entitled to the credit of 
procuring its confirmation by: that body, in the 


‘face of a widespread, popular skepticism and ac- 


tive opposition. The price paid was. $7,500,000. 
In 1907 the gold product of Alaska was $18,489,- 
400, being nearly equal to that of Colorado, the 
greatest gold producing State, the output of 
which in that year was $20,897,600. ae 
But gold is notthe only or the chief product 
of this great territory. Although the total area 


entire United States), the habitable portion is 
the coast strip and numerous islands of the Al- 
exander Archipelago, extending southward §00 
miles. Behind the coast strip isa frozen waste 
where industry is scarcely possible except for ar 
dent gold diggers. 

The salmon fisheries now supply more than 
half the product of the United States, the total 


ibeing more than 100,000,000. pounds annually, 


worth nearly $10,000,000. The fur seal industry 
has suffered because of the reckless slaughter of 
the seals, but the Government is working to con- 
serve this great resource. Since the purchase the 
value of seal skins taken in Alaskan waters 
amounts to about $40,000,000. Valuable timber is 
found in the southeast, and, owing to the mild- 
ness of the climate along the coast strip, success- 
ful experiments are making to raise cereals and a 
variety of vegetables. 

The Alaska-Yukon-Pacific Exposition at Se- 
attle, Wash., is designed to exploit the resources 
of Alaska, and the vast importance of the trade 
of the Pacific Ocean. Except to thoge especially 
interested the territory has never been known, 
save by rumor and report as a waste of snow 
‘where nothing of value but gold can be found. 
The Exposition will correct this error, and re- 
veal Alaska as one of the richest possessions of 
the United States, better by far, from a commer- 
cial point of view, than the Philippines or even 
the Hawaiian Islands. 

Seward’s folly was a great stroke of true states- 
manship, a work of farseeing calculation. Its 
acquisition was not the least of the works accom- 
plished by that great man and his lieutenant in 
the Senate, Charles Sumner. 
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One dollar a week will supply a baby with 
pasteurized and ‘nodified milk prepared in the 
laboratory of the Post-Dispatch Pure Milk and 
Free Ice Fund. Is not that a small price to pay 
ad save a little one from disease and death? 


TEACHING IMMORALITY : 

The comments by university men on Bishop 
McFaul's charge that flat immorality is taught in 
American colleses has stirred up that militant 
churchman to nother and more vigorous attack. 

After protesting thet his charges are based upon 
undeniable evidence, he says: 

“There has been nv lack of sperif.cation in the 
charges. The colieges where immorality is being 
taught have been rammed. They are Harvard, 
Yale, Princeton; the Un'versity of Pennsylvania, 
the George Washington University, William and 
Mary, the University of Chicago, Columbia, Syra- 
cuse and the University of California.” 

These institutions enjoy what has been gener- 
ally considered a well-earned reputation for high- 
minded devotion to riehi and truth and human bet- 
terment. Now what is the nature of the immoral- 
ity which Bishop McFaul declares ic taught in 
their classrooms and lecture halls? 

“The multiplex issues of morality, the vitally 
important problems of political economy, marriage, 
divorce, the home, religion and democracy, all 
these sacred principles of the gcod man’s life 
subjected to a merciless analysis, as if they 
were mere fossils, gastropads, vertebrates, equa- 
tions, chemical elements or chimerda3.” 

The indictment is comprehensive. It covers 
pretty much everything “but the classics and the 
mathematical sciences. It is in fact an arraign- 
ment of the modern scientific method of inquiry 
and research when applied to problems of social 
and economic interest. 

Granting to Bishop McFaul that there is :nuch 
mistaken teaching in schools of al) grades,«the 
question presses for an answer: What a:o the 
universities to do in the face of a widespread, 
profound and intelligent interest in these subjects 
among the people? Are they to neylect po'itical 
yeconomy, when all men crave come guidance 
through the labyrinth of economic difficuities 
which we are wandering? There are 46 states in 
the Union; with 46 different views of marriage 
and divorce. Would it not be a real loss if the 
universities should not try at least, to help people 
think straight and so crystallize public sentiment 
in favor of the best attainable method of dealing 
with this all-important problem?

Johnny, Convicted of Pocket- 
picking, Does Not Make 
Good His Boast. 


Johnny Collins started to Jefferson 
City yesterday ‘“‘to do his bit’ of two 
years. This was in spite of his boast 
that he would not go to the Peniten- 


tiary, and if he did he would not stay 
there more than two months. 

He said he had paid $1200 to keep out 
of the Penitentiary and that if any ef- 
fort were made to send him there he 
would “squeal.”” He did not make any 
effort to “squeal” Saturday, however. 

Collins, who has the aliases of O'Day, 
Kane, John E. Lewis, Kelly and W5l- 


liam Collins, is known as the “slickest | 


dip’ in the country. 

The St. Louis police were indignant 
when he was paroled after pleading 
guilty in Judge Allen's court on’ May 
8. The Circuit Attorney's office said 
that the parole was “for the purpose 
of getting Collins into the Penitentiary.”’ 

The explanation was that pocket pick- 
ing is a crime that is difficult to prove. 
Collins agreed to relieve the prosecuting 
officials of the burden of proving it if 
they would recommend his parole. The 
bargain was struck and he was paroled 
under a two-year sentence. 

His Parole Is Hroken. 

This gave the authorities an advan- 
tage over him, as, whenever he was 
arrested again there would be no neces- 
sity of proving anything against him. 
He would have violated his parole by 
any conduct warranting an arrest. 

About a month ago Casper D. Boisse- 
liess of 1726 Mississippi avenue, return- 
ing from a picnic at Normandie Grove, 
lost $250, which was taken from his 
pocket on a street car.

The Kingdom House Mission at Bighth 
and Hickory streets, which was form- 
erly the Sloan Mission, founded by 
Wiliam M. Stoan, will move into new 
and splendid quarters the latter part of 
August. 

For this fortunate settlement mis- 
sion the Church Extension Society of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church South, 
has just bought the buildings of the 
Walther College, on Eighth street be- 
tween Hickory street and Chouteau 
avenue, with a frontage on Paul street. 
The two college buildings are situated 
in a plot of ground 350 by 145 feet. 
One of the buildings is a dormitory in 
a big . old-fashioned mansion. The 
other building is a well equipped school 
house. 

When the Kingdom House takes pos- 
session of the property the main build- 
ing will be used as the living quarters 
of the workers of the Mission, and 
will contain the day nursery. The other 
building will house the various schools 
and the numerous clubs connected with 
the Mission. 

The purchase of the buildings and the 
establishment of a permanent home for 
the mission is the occasion of great hap- 
Piness for the werkers who have been 
struggling with a steadily growing mis- 
sion work in rented buildings far too 
small for the field. 

Their present mission building at 
Kighth and Hickory streets has long 
been overcrowded. ' 

The Church Extension Society paid 
$40,000 for the property, and the King- 
dom House Mission hag already begun 
to make needed repairs and alter- 
ations on the buildings. 

The management of the property will 
be in the hands of a board of control 
of 10 men, to be appointed by the soci- 
ety.. The Kingdom House Mission work 
will remain under the control ef the 
Women’s Board of City Missions, di- 
rected by the following officers: Presi- 
dent, Mrs. M. C. Dillon, 5041 McPherson 
avenue; first vice-president, Mrs. 
Gecrge A. Duff, 56132 Fairmont avenue; 
second vice-president, Mrs. J. G. Crev- 
eling, Clayton; secretary, Mrs. Sydney 
Couchman, 2808 Russell avenue; treas- 
urer, Mrs. William Shultz, 1331 Bayard 
avenue, 

It is expected that social work will 
be largely extended te meet the de- 
mands made by the increase of al] the 
départments and those new ones to be 
established when there is more room 
for extension. The present Kingdom 
House Workers’ Corps consists of the 
fellowing: The Rev. George J. Evans, 
pastor, a Vanderbilt College man; Jesse 
Bartlett, superintendent of the Sunday 
School; Helen Ormiston Gibson, dea- 
coness in charge; Minnie B. Weiss, 
resident district nurse; Helen C. Piper, 
resident visitor and Sunday school 
worker; Jane E. Snider, resident vol- 
umteer worker in clubs; Victoria A.

in no way responsible. Foreman Rad- 
cliffe of the Coroners fury declared 
himself convinced of the truth of the 
strange missive and urged the authori- 
tiles to investigate further into the mat- 
ter. With all his disclaimer of re: 
sponsibility, however, Eastman admit- 
ted in the letter that he did not dare 
take the chance of a trial and had de- 
cided to “draw the curtains forever.” 

While many others were as deeply 
impressed as the jury foreman, the 
searching investigations of tne an- 
thorities fail to substantiate any of 
Bastman’s claims. The BState’s Attor- 
ney and members of the Coroner’s jury 
continue to withhold the contents of 
two letters found upon Eastman af- 
ter his spectacular suicide in the lit- 
tie skiff in which he had hoped to 
elude for a time at least the 
clutches of his pursuers. They de- 
clare they wish to exhaust every 
clew and to leave no stone unturned 
to find if other persons really were: 


in any way connected with the 
crime. 


Out ef the known facts in the case 
there are five theories advanced: 

First: Bastman, needing money, 
lured Mrs. Woodill to his bungalow 
and murdered her for her money and 
jewels. 

Second: Mrs. Woodill having 
placed herself in a position of cer- 
tain impropriety still sought to hold 
Bastman aloof and he killed her aft- 
er unsuccessfully trying to compel 
her acquiescence. 

»Dhird: Eastman had grown pas- 
@ionate in his leve fer Mrs. Wood- 

ti and her determination to leave 

Maryland, as she had origianlly 

planned, and return to Les Angeles 

in a few days, aroused his jealousy 
and led him te kill her. 

Fourth: Mrs. Woodill might have 
known something or all of the past 
of Eastman. In opposing his de- 
sires she may have used ag a weap- 
on @ threat to expose him and he 
killed her for fear of betrayal and 
imprisonment. : 

Fifth: The slaying of Mrs. Wood- 
il, by @ woman member of a party 
which Eastman in his letter to his 
wife said had been held on Saturday 
night. This is Eastman’s story and 
is practically unsupported by other 
evidence. 

Of course, in forming theories as to 
the possible motive for the crime it 
must be borne in mind that Mrs. Wood- 
fll was not an erdinary woman and 
that Eastman was of a mould just as 
Strange. She had crowded more ro- 
mance into her brief career than is 
encompassed in the lives of most 
Women twice her age. He had been @ 
despotler of fair names, a pirate in tur-

SOME CHANGES MADE 


Beveridge of Indiana Says 
He Will Keep Up the 
Fight. 


WASHINGTON, June 26.—Although it 
devoted almost eight hours to strenuous 
effort in that direction, the Senate to- 
Gay failed to conclude its consideration 
of the schedules of the tariff bill, and 
when at 6:15 e’clock an adjournment 


was reached, there were still a number 
of important rates to be determined. 
The Gay, however, was full of achieve- 
ment, and a number of provisions were 
disposed of. : 

Among the more important questions 
which received attention were: Agricul- 
tural implements, wood pulp, cash regis- 
tera, lithographic plates, laces and jute 
yarns. 

Probably the most exciting incident of 
the day was the vote on Senator Bev- 
eridge’s amendment reducing from 30 
per cent ad valorem to 15 per cent ad 
valorem the duty on cash registers. 
The Indiana Senator began his fight for 
this reduction some days ago, and was 
enabled to force a vote on it today aft- 
er comparatively little discussion. The 
vote resulted, 31 ayes and 33 noes... 

Stating after the vote was announced 
that several senators had informed him 
that they had voted against his motion 
under a misapprehension, Mr. Beveridge 
said he would renew the motion at a 
later date. 

Beveridge to Renew Fight. 

The wood pulp provision again received 
attention, and it was supposed that it 
had been finally acted upon until Sen- 
ator Clapp, taking exception to the re- 
taliatory provision of the schedule as 
amended, stated that he would make an 
effort to have that provision entirely 
eliminated before final action should be 
taken on the Dill. 

Today’s amendments were in lieu of 
all previous Senate changes in the sched- 
ule. They were suggested by Senator 
Brown of Nebraska, and provide for the 
free importation of mechanically ground 
wood pulp except from countries which 
place obstacles in the way of their ex- 
portation of wood pulp to the United 
States, when, upon proclamation of the 
President, a duty of one-twelfth of a 
cent cent a pound may be Imposed. 

Retaliation is also provided against 
countries exporting chemical] pulp or 
newspaper print paper into the United 
States. No secret is made of the fact 
that these provisions for retaliation are 
aimed at Canada. : 

Much of the time was given to the. 
discussion of a motion by Senator Ba- 
con placing agricultural implements on 
the free list, but after mich discussion 
it was rejected by the dekisive vote of 
26 to 46. 

In connection with this amendment 
Benators Stone and Davis made long 
speeches, the former attacking the In- 
ternational Harvester Co. as a trust, 
and the latter speaking in genera! dis- 
approbation of the pretective system. 
Mr. Stone declared that the Department 
ef Justice was asleep. 

Other changes made during the day 
were as follows: 

Increasing to 2% cents a pound the 
duty dn hemp; providing for the free 
importation until 1912 of linen manu- 
facturing machines; increasing to the 
extent of about 10 per cent over the 
present law the duties on laces and 
embroideries; imposing a duty of 50 
per cent on engraved lithographic 
Plates; slightly decreasing the duty 
on jute yarns; striking from the free 
list the products of petroleum, and 
eliminating the house retaliatory 
provision regarding wrapper and fill- 
er tobacco. 


Wrangle Over Petroleum. 
An extended discussion was pre- 
cipitated when Mr. Aldrich reported 
an amendment to strike out the words 


. “and the products thereof,” where 


they eccurred in connection with “pe- 
troleum, crude or refined,” on the free 
list, 

He said five or six hundred articles 
might be designated as products of 
petroleum which it was not desired to 
be placed upon the free list. It was 
not, he said, intended to exclude from 
the free list benzine, gasoline or such 
products, . 

He finally agreed to reopen the par- 
agraph for further consideration if 
desired, and with that understanding 
the amendment was agreed to.

WASHINGTON, June 26.—Secretary of 
the Treasury MaocVeagh today declared 
himself strongly in favor of legislation 
making the internal revenue tax on oleo- 
margarine 2 cents a pound, colored or 
uncolored, as against the present rate of 
% of a cent a pound on uncolored, and 
10 cents a pound on colored. The Sec- 
retary will not, however, urge his views 
upon Congress before the next regular 
session beginning in December. 

In explanation of his position on the 
subject, the Secretary said: 

“There has been for a long time a 
growing conviction that the present ole- 
oleomargarine law fails in its purpose. 
The objéct was to prevent oleomarga- 
rine from being sold as_ butter, 
but instead of protecting the butter 
maker and dealer, it has encouraged a 
growing evasion of the law, accompa- 
nied by bare-faced frauds and has great- 
ly increased the sale of oleomargarine 
as butter. 

“The main features of this pro- 
posed change are: Restriction on the 
sale of oleomargarine to consumers’ 
sizes of package—say one, two and 
three pounds; plain marking of the 
Packages and inside wrappings as 
Oleomargarine; stamping of each 
package with # revenue stamp in such 
manner that the package could not 
be opened without destruction of the 
stamps, and such other devices as 
would make it as nearly as possible 
impracticable to sell oleomargarine 


as butter.’’ 
Secretary MacVeagh estimates that 


his bill will increase the Government 
revenues $2,000,000 annually,

CLANS VISIT IN

Man Kills Artillery Officer in 
Stockholm as Royal

STOCKHOLM, June 26.~The visit of 
ths Russian Emperor to Stockholm was 
marred by the assassination tonight of 
Major-General Beckman, Chief of the 


Swedish Coast Artillery. 
A man, dressed as a workman, shot 
Gen. Beckman in the street near the 
Grand Hotel, wounding him in the lung. 
Gen. Beckman died at the hospital. 
The murderer, a Swede, fired two 
shots into his own body, inflicting a 
mortal wound. ' 
The Russian Imperial yacht Standart, 
with the Imperial family and Foreign 
Minister Iswolsky aboard, arrived here 
this afternoon under the escort of five 
warships. The Swedish royal yacht, 
with the King and Queen and the 
foreign minister, Count Taube, on 
board,-met the Standart. 

Czar’s Greeting in Sweden. 
Both royal parties landed, and were 
greeted by civil and military officials, 
after which they proceeded to the 
palace. 

The city is beautifully decorated in 
honor of the visit of the Emperor and 
Empress of Russia. A state banquet 
was given at the palace tonight, 350 
guests being present. 

Most cordial toasts were exchanged 
by King Gustav and the Emperor, both 
the monarchs dwelling on the closeness 
of the family ties and the excellence of 
the relations between the two coun- 
tries, which recently entered inte a 
solemn political agreement.

Wife’s Detective Tells How It 
Was Squandered in 
Note Suit. 








NEW YORK, June 26.—The family life 
of “‘Al” Adams, the former policy king, 
who died possessed of great wealth, was 
laid bare in the Supreme Court by a 
woman who was the bosom friend of the 
noted gambler’s widow for eight years. 
This woman is Marguerite Gilbert, a 
one-armed palmist,’ who summoned up 
her opinion in the brief sentence: “All 
the millions Mr. Adams made could not 
make him or his family happy.”’ 

Midnight excursions into the Tender- 
loin district in search of the Adams 
children, secret missions into other 
states to aid one of the daughters to ob- 
tain a divorce, visits to the luxurious 
apartments of ‘“‘Al”” Adams to persuade 
him not to leave his fortune to ‘‘another 
woman’’—all these and many other serv- 
ices Mrs. Gilbert testified she performed 
for Mrs. Adams during the years she 
was in her employ. 

The suit which Mrs. Gilbert brought 
against Mrs. Adams to coliect $30,000 on 
a note was dismissed by Justice Davis. 
The Court ruled that the note, if the 
sum was due, could only be collected 
after the death of Mrs. Adams. 

Mrs. Gilbert was visibly shaken by the 
decision. 

Wife Worrted All the Time. 

From the first day that she met Mrs. 
Adams, in 1900, until last year, when 
the two fell out over the note, Mrs. Gil- 
bert said the gold of the policy king, 
wrung bit by bit from thousands of poor 
people, had proved a source of misery to 
his kin. For years, the witness swore, 
Mrs. Adams was “pressed for money” 
during the‘ life of her husband, from 
whom she was estranged. Many days 
and nights she spent in worry lest Cella 
Thatcher, her own half-sister and a fa- 
vorite with her husband, should be made 
the beneficiary of his will. 

She told of following Adams and Celia 
Thatcher for weeks, at the request of 
Mrs. Adams. The places where the gam- 
bler lunched and the hours he came and 
went from his apartments at the An- 
sonia and the Waldorf were all reported 
to the anxious wife. 

“Mrs. Adams wanted me to go and see 
him and learn what Celia Thatcher was 
doing, as she understood Adams had 
made a will in Celia’s favor. Mrs. 
Adams wanted me to see hiin about her- 
self and their children, as he wag very 
bitter against them all,’’ Mrs. Gilbert ex- 
plained. 

She Was Paid Salary. 

Time after time-the palmist sought to 
carry out the will of her employer. 
Fach time she was foiled in her attempt 
to secure an interview, until finally, in 
d-speration, she bearded him in the 
New Netherlands Hotel.. Her attempt 
on this occasion was futile, as Mr. 
Adams “brushed past without speak- 
ing.’’ 

When. he returned from Sing Sing 
Mrs. Gilbert met him at the Ansonia. 
When she told him that she“had come 
to intercede with him on behalf of his 
wife and children, he exploded with 
wrath.” 

“T Kate them,” she testified he ex- 
claimed. “I will have nothing to do 
with them. They have all spent my 
money. I am done with them.” 
When the wealth of Al Adams be- 
came the property of his wife and chil- 
dren, .the witness said their greatest 
trouble began. Then it was that the 
palmist was asked by Mrs. Adams: to 
“give up” her business and devote her- 
self exclusively to the affairs of Mrs, 
Adams. : 

“Mrs. Adams agreed to give m~ $3000 
a year.” Mrs. Gilbert stated, “as long as 


I worked for her.”’

Eastern Manufacturers Will 
Investigate Reasons for 
Trade Center Moving 
West.

BOSTON, June 26.—Lynn shoe men 
will appoint a committee to investi- 
gate conditions in the shoe trade in 


other cities of the country with a view 
to ascertaining just why it is that cer- 
tain shoe centers seem to be forging 
ahead more rapidly than Lynn. 

With knowledge based on real facts 
concerning shoe making in St. Louis, 
Chicago and other cities, it is figured, 
Lynn manufacturers would be better 
prepared to meet the competition of 
coming years. That the competition 
will be, and already is, of the strong- 
est sort, is generally recognized. 

Lynn must fight to maintain her su- 
premacy as a center for manufactur- 
ing shoes. This claim was true once, 
but since then the West has been mov- 
ing along at a rate that has caused 
Eastern manufacturers to sit up and 
take notice. 

The United States census of 190 gave 
Brockton, Mass., as the first shoe city 
of the country, with an annual output 
valued at $30,000,000; Lynn second, with 
$25,000,000 and 8st. Louis third with 
$19,000, 000, 

St. Louis First Now. 
Today St. Louis claims to be in the 


lead, and disputes the title of first shoe 
city with her Eastern rivals. The slo 
gan of St.. Louis manufacturers has 
been “Watch US GROW,” and they 
have not only been supplying shoes for 
the western and central parts of the 
country, to an increasingly large ex- 
tent, but also have been cutting into 
eastern territory more and more. 

Manufacturers generally account. for 
the growth of shoe trade in St. Louis 
by a number of reasons. In the first 
place there is the proverbial ‘‘Western 
enterprise’ which, somehow or other, 
is thought to smack more. of progress- 
Iveness and hustle than methods of 
Eastern business men. Another reason 
why 8t. Louis is able to make shoes 
cheaper than Lynn is that labor costs 
less. The average wage of St. Louls 
shoe operatives is $9 a week. In Lynn 
it is $11. 

The number of women and of children 
under 16 years of age, who must be 
shamefully underpaid, according to; 
Eastern standards, is far greater in St. 
Louis than there, Lynn men assert. 
Again, St. Louis is in the heart of the 
country, its transportation facilities are 
said to be better. 

What Lynn Claims, 

To offset this, Lynn claims, among 
other assets the higher class operatives, 
That the men and women who are the 
most skillful shoemakers still prefer 
to cling to Lynn and Brockton is an 
Eastern boast. “Lynn claims to be able 
to make the higher grade shoe, and that 
the growing demand today is for the 
good shoe rather than-for the cheap 
one. 

According: to the Lynn Board of 
Trade, many Western manufacturers, 
recognizing this fact, are anxious to 
locate in the East, and the Board re- 
ceives frequent applications for factory 
sites here. The proper kind of factory 
locations, however, are pretty well 
taken up. If the Lynn great harbor de- 
velopment scheme is carried out and 
300 acres of mud flats near the railroad 
and skirting on the water are reclaimed, 
Lynn shoe manufacturing will be given 
a decided impetus. 

The investigating committee will make

real reason. The investigation will prob- 
ably be carried on quietly.

Warehouse on Main Street 
Collapses After Heavy 
Train Passes. 


The entire front elevation of the five- 
story building at 08 North ‘Main street, 
occupied by the Krekeler Grocer Co., 
collapsed at 6 p. m. yesterday, a few 
minutes after a heavy Pennsylvania 
train had passed over the _ elevated 
tracks, half a, block away. | 

About $4000 worth of groceries were 
carried down into the streets with the 
sections of the floors that gave way. 
The employes of the grocery company 
had all gone home, and there was no 
one in the building. 

William Hardy, a watchman for the 
Pfeiffer Chemical Co., across the street, 
had a narrow escape. He was just en- 
tering the chemical company’s building 
when the wall collapsed. He was able 
to get into the building before any of 
the debris fell on him. 

The building was erected 40 years ago 
and is ewned by the Terminal Associa- 
tion. It igs thought the vibration from 
the heavy train passing over the ele- 
vated tracks caused the walls to col- 
lapse. 

The street was filled with sugar, salt, 
canned goods and other varieties of 
groceries, and watchmen were placed 
om duty to prevent the habitues of the 
levee district from taking on an extra 
stock of edibles during the night. Ropes 
were stretched across Main street at 
Vine and Washington to Keep traffic and 
pedestrians away. 

Assistant Fire Chief Haynes and sev- 
eral firemen went to the scene, but they 
were afraid to enter the building, as the 
entire structure, they said, was likely 
to collapse at any time. 

W. J. Buchanan, president of the 
company, said the damaged goods were 
insured against fire, but not against 
loss by collapse of the building.

Mrs. Mary B. Gruenewald, 61 years 
old, of 928 North Fifteenth street, St. 
Louis, got Thomas Lowry, 59, out of 
jail in East St. Louis yesterday after- 
noon on a habeas corpus writ, because 
she wanted to marry him, according to 
Stewart, and then she was too bashful 
to admit it. 


“I’m not saying that I’m going to 
marry Mr. Lowry,” Mrs. Gruenewald 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter last night, 
“because be has not yet asked me to 
marry him. 

“But I don’t know what I might do if 
he asked me. You never can tell. Mr. 
Lowry is a very nice man, and a good 
man, and he and I get along together 
mighty well.” 

To Jail for 67 Days. 

Lowry was arrested May 2% in East 
St. Louis for asking.a man for 10 cents 
on the street.

He had no money and was ordered to

alias and also pléaded guilty in order 
to keep the news of his predicament 
from reaching his St. Louis friends.

Girl Died of Suffocation. 

The mystery of just how Elsie Siegel

Edward Guerin, Only Convict 
to Escape From Devil’s.

NEW YORK, June 26.—Edward 
Guerin and “Chicago May” are seeing 
the beauties of this city and the police 
are wondering what's. up. 

Guerin, regarded by many as one of 
the most expert bank thieves in the 
world and the only man who ever és- 
caped from Devil's Island, was recog- 
nized in the lobby of the Waldorf-As- 
toria today by Detectives Kennedy and 
Kelly. He refused to say where he was 
staying or how long he has been in 
New York. 

Guerin was caught by the French 
police and served four years on Devil's 
Island off the coast of French 
Guiana, for two big bank and express 
robberies. His escape, it is said, wads 
aided and abetted by Pat Sheedy, 
$10,000 being raiscd in Chicago and New 
York among his friends to aid in his 
escape. This rescue fund reached the 
prison officlais and Guerin was trans- 
ferred from the Isle du Salut to Cay- 
enne, where the rescue was effected. 

After everything was fixed Guerin 
“died.”” He was taken ill with fever 
and the records show that he “died” in 
April, 195. A tramp steamer came 
along about the time Guerin ‘‘died” and 
the captain picked up Guerin, who, un- 
der cover of darkness, was rowed out 
from the shore. 

“Chicago May,’ who was imprisoned 
in Paris with another of Guerin’s ac- 
complices, named ‘“‘Dutch Gus,” is in 
New York, and it is her presence in 
the city, it is said, that attracted 





Guerin to New York from London.

Plans for putting off the “map” of 
Forest Park the historic, but unsweet 
and unsightly River des Peres, will be 
presented to the Board of Public Im- 
provements for adoption within the next 
ten days. 

All that part of the river in Forest 


Park will be either filled or buried. 
Those who have had to cross the stream 
at any point between Forest Park and 
Manchester avenue, believe that it 
should have been buried long ago. 
From Manchester and Mitchell ave- 
nues to the Mississippi River, Sewer 
Commissioner Fardwell contemplates 
straightening, videning, deepening and 
revetting the River des Peres. so it 
will carry away all the drainage that 
now flows sluggishly and breeds nul- 
sances for almost its entire length. 


$23,500,000 Expenditure. 


Following the meanderings of the Des 
Peres, from its confluence with the Mis- 
sissipp! River to Manchester and Mitch- 
ell avenues, the distance ig 12.17 miles. 
The course surveyed under the direction 
of Assistant Sewer Commissioner James 
Hooke is eight miles long. 

The plans for converting the River 
des Peres into a sewer that will drain 
a lange area both north and south of 
Forest Park, contemplate an expendi- 
ture of $3,500,000. Of that sum, $1,500,000 
is already available from the bond issue 
of 1906. The remainder probably will be 
procured through a supplemental issue 
of bonds, as all the city officials con-

Harvard Stadium last Tuesday evening for the benefit of the Germanic Mu- 
seum of that great university. . 

The offering was an impressive combination of drama and historic pageant, 
t attracted an audience of 16,000 persons, and is said to have realized about 
$30,000 for the benefiting institution. Its peculiar feature, however, is found in 
the fact that Mr. Frohman, Miss Adams and the entire Frohman staff, together 
with all the professional actors taking part, contributed their services, and that | 
the cost of the performance, reaching a total of $50,000, came out of Mr. Froh- 
man’s pocket. He did not ask any financial return from the venture, evidently 
‘being willing to, spend $60,000 for the delight of giving a splendidly memorable 
art production in behalf of a worthy cause. 

Let's remember this performance of “Joan of ‘Arc’’ when tempted to in- 
velgh against the present-day “commercialism” of the stage. Charles Froh- 
man’s aspect in the affair is anything but that of a sordid chaser of the 


mighty dollar. : “\ i 


EMEMBER, too, In this same connection, that Mr. Frohman, only a few 

R few years ago, cheerfully lost $70,000 in a production of “Ulysses’’ as 

@ vast classic spectacle in Madison Square Garden, New York, his one 

aim, apparently, being to gratify his own soul by revealing the possibili- 
ties of modern dramatic art and equipment. 

Into this “‘Ulysses’’ enterprise Mr. Frohman went with the clearest knowl- 
edge that it would mean a heavy loss of money tovhim. He set aside $75,000 
as the amount he was willing to lose in proving what he could do in the 
line of massive, beautiful and dignified play-production—and he naively con- 
gratulated himself at the close that, after all, he came out $6,000 ahead of 
his estimate of loss. Plainly, the pleasure of thus presenting ‘‘Ulysses’’ for 
art’s sake was worth $70,000 to Mr. Frohman, and he has always considered 
the money as having been wisely spent. 

It's always a fair-minded way to look at both sides of any question. That 
side of the contemporaneous stage question which shows Charles Frohman 
spending $70,000 on “Ulysses” and $50,000 on “Joan of Arc’ for sheer love 
of doing a fine thing in the-finest possible manner is distinctively pleasant 
to contemplate.

We learned in both 1906 and 1901 
that the most powerful capitalists in 
Wall street are sometimes indifferent 
judges to anything but the immediate 
future; that the sight of apparently 
unlimited borrowing facilities some- 
times turns their heads; that they 
sometimes build up speculative towers 
which collapse of their own weight, 
and that they overlook pitfalls in the 
Path of their undertakings, in a way 
which impresses the simple outsider 
with amazement.

Pending the arrival of the new wheat, 
the cash market ig practically stag- 
nant. Its scarcity keeps cash wheat a: 
dear article, prices being maintained 
around very high lévels, but very little 
demand existed. It appeared that the 
strength in the cash market, which was 
more pronounced, relatively, than in 
the futures, was artificial, and would 
have been easily broken with the prev- 
alence of any sort of receipts. How- 
ever, very little wheat was on sale, 
which discounted the lack of demand, 
and although the market was extremely 
dull, there was no further depreciation 
in values. 

Now Wheat Arrives, 

The first new wheat: of the séason 
was received Thursday. It, came from 
Missouri, one car from Charleston and 
another from Blodgett. Both were of 
good quality. One graded No. 2 red, 
weighed 69% pounds to the bushel and 
sold at $1.30. The other was No. 3 red 
and sold at $1.23. Toward the last of the

Eliot’s letter in reply was: 
ASTICOU, Me., 
To Samuel Lipinsky. 

Dear sir: It is well for giris and 
young women to have an occupation 
in which they can earn their living 
before marriage, but to this end it 
is necessary for girls to pursue their 
edyication beyond the grammar 
school, They ought to go’ through 
the high school and somewhat be- 
yond, if that be possible. 

There is no objection to young 
women going Into a variety of occu- 
pations, some of which young. men 
have heretofore monopolized. In- 
deed, young women have largely re- 
placed young men in many excel- 
lent occupations, such as stenogra- 
phy, typewriting, secretary work, 
keeping accounts, serving as cash- 
jers, giving music lessons, teaching 
in schools and being foremen in mil- 
inery shops and shops where dresses 
are made for women and children. 

Of eourse, the best occupation for 
a woman is marrying and bringing 
up a family, but such occupations as 
I have mentioned above do not in- 
terfere with the ultimate, happiest 
life of a healthy woman. After 
marriage the occupation may have 
to be abandoned for a term of 
years, and in the most fortunate 
cases it is not resumed, but in many 
cases it is resumed later to the great 
advantage of the woman most near- 
ly concerned and perhaps of other 
people dependent upon her.

asked him to sit down. If he was will- 
ing to be photographed that only made 
it that ntfuch easier for me. But if, as 
is the case in 90 out of 100 sittings, the 
prisoner protested and began grimacing 
as soon as he faced the camera I was 
compelled to use logic and persuasion. 

**Mr. Jones,’ I would say. address- 
ing the crook, ‘I have to get a good 
picture of you. It’s my business. I 
want to treat you like a gentleman and 
I hope you will treat me the same way. 
If you will be nice I will reciprocate 
and this will soon be over.’ That line 
of talk and my friendly manner gen- 
erally brought it. But if they still 
persisted in being balky I jigat 
down and went at them gently and 
generallv got them. 

“By following this line of treatment 
T have been able to make good natural 
photographs of desperate mén who had 
never been successfully photographed 
before. 

Talked French [Into It. 

“I recall the case of ‘Jim’ French, the 
bank burglar. An attempt had been 
made in some other city to photograph 
him. When he objected he was man- 
handled by detectives. His head would 
be held like a vice in the hands of de- 
tectives and turned toward the camera 
with his features so twisted that no 
one could have identified him by the 
picture. 

“When he was brought in to me the 
detectives with him told me that, he 
was a tough customer and that I would 
not be able to get a picture of him. 
I told them to leave him alone. French 
was an intelligent man and I sat down 
and talked to him in a reasonable way, 
as if he was not a crook there to bea 
‘mugged. He had been choked 4nd 
abused before and he was suspicious. 
The Post-Dispatch at the time printed 
a picture of him with his features all 
askew. But he succumbed at !ast to 
my persuasions and permitted inc to 
make a good picture of him.

“I made the photograph of ‘Lord’ Bar- 
tington My which he was identified as 
an English convict by the detectives of 
Scotland Yard. The photograph I made 
of ‘Bill’ Rudolph was the means by 
which he was identified in the Kansas 
Penitentiary after _he broke jail in St.

_oPEED BILL 


o Ordinance Is Before City 
Officials for Their Sanction 
Prior to Introduction: 











The city ordinance introduced in the 
House of Delegates the early part of 
the week to regulate the speed of 
automobiles, is not, as stated, the St. 
Louls Autamobile Club's bill. The Bill 
pending deals exclusively -with the 
speed of automobiles. That of the 
Automobile Club is intended to regu- 
late all of the street traffic of the city. 
‘The measure before the House of Del- 
egates limits the speed of automobiles 
in the outlying districts to 10 miles 
per hour. In the crowded business sec- 
tions of the city the speed limit under 
it will be eight miles per hour. 

The Automobile Club bill is modeled 
exactly after. the traffic regulations 
which have proven so satisfactory in 
New York City. In it there is no spe- 
cific speed limit prescribed for any 
vehicles, but the police would be em- 
powered under it to arrest the driver 
of any vehicle who is found driving 
at a speed dangerous to pedestrians or 
other vehicles. This would - put the 
traffic under the closest supervision of 
the police. 

This bill also specifies exactly how 
vehicles may drive on the street; how 
they shall pass each other, how they 
shall turn crossings, and how they 
shall stand—always with the direction 
of traffic. 

President Sam D. Capen of the Auto- 
mobile Club said: 

“The Automobile Club did not cause 
the introduction of the bill which is now 
before the House of Delegates. We 
have our own bill now before the chief 
of police and the leading city officials 
for their approval. We want them to 
Say that it is all right before we at- 
tempt to introduce it in the Municipal 
Assembly, because we do not want to 
have to fight for it. It does not specify 
any particular speed for automobiles 
or other vehjcles, because we felt that 
the police could judge of the safety of 
the speed at which a vehicle {sg trave)- 
ing, and if found dangerous, they would 
be empowered to make arrests, even if 
the vehicle was only going six miles 
an hour at a crowded corner. 

“If the city officials think that the bill 
should set a limit, and if the City Coun- 
sellor thinks a speed in excess of that 
allowed by the State laws can be in- 
serted legally, Wwe will put {t in.” 

A meeting of the newry-elected Board 
of Directors of the Automobile Club will 
'. be held at President Capen’s home in 
_ the county this week, at which this bill 
end its passage will be fully discussed, 
“and the time for its introduction will 

be decided upon.

A gold medal of unique design bearing 
the inscription, “‘The Cross Is My 
Shield” was awarded to her.

Kinley bridge passed the Municipal As- 
sembly two years ago. The bonds for 
the free bridge were voted at the fall 
election preceding that date. * 

No construction work whatever has 
been done on the free bridge. 


200 Mon at Work. 
A force of 300 men is at work on the 


McKinley Bridge and approaches. On 
the East Side the wagon approaches are 
completed. In St. Louis most of the 
work on the approaches along the right- 
of-way betweén Salisbury street and 
Bremen avenue is finished. Tra¢ks have 
been laid from Ninth to Branch street, 
12-pound rails being used. Most of the 
iron and steel for the rest of the work 
on the approaches and the bridge proper 
has been delivered. Construction work is 
moving forward rapidly. 

The ‘‘uptown” terminal station Is to be 
at Twelfth street, between Gay and 
Linden streets. There will be a station 
at Broadway, to cost $40,000. 

President R. D. Smith of the Central 
lilinois Construction Co., which has the 
contract for the river span, gives as- 
surance that the bridge will be ready for 
traffic by Jan. 1 next. The bridge and 
approaches will cost approximately $3,- 
500,000, and the terminals and depots will 
increase the cost to about $65, je Pi 


Will Tan Rich Cou 
The McKinley bridge will ‘place St. 
Louis in communicative touch with the 


Yich territory included in the great east 


side interurban system. Cars will run 
direct to St. Louis from Peoria, Spring- 
field and other Illinois cities, not to 
speak of the various cities and towns 
and the fine farming country more near- 
ly adjacent to St. Louis. 

Congressman W. B. McKinley of 
Champaign, Ill., head of the. system, is 
recognized as the foremost interurban 
magnate in the United §tates. Mr. Me- 
Kinley’s system has grown up with sur- 
prising rapidity, linking the fourth tity 
of the nation with a very large territory 
in Illinois. 

With the completion of the river 
bridge, the McKinley system promises 
much greater expansion in Illinois ter- 
ritory. 

Efforts of the Terminal Association 
In the courts to block the entrance of 
the McKinley System into St. Louis are 
said to be grounded upon the fact that 
the McKinley franchise forbids charg- 
ing more for freight across the river 
than for the same distance on land. The 
bridge arbitrary, as the public knows, 
has exacted exorbitant charges for the 
river haul. 

Another objection which the Terminal 
has to the McKinley System is that the 
latter’s ears will carry passengers 
across the river and to their destina- 
tions in East Side industrial tewns for 
a nickel, whereas it costs % and 30 cents 
now on the Terminal by way of the 
Bads Bridge. 

The McKinley System, according to its 
two | President, has had applications from sev- 
eral steam railroads to use the new 
bridge.

WORLD’S MARKETS 
IN FUR TRADING 
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Industry Founded 145 Years Ago by Pierre La- 
clede Has Grown to Enormous Proportions 


Despite Efforts 


of Competitors. 





T. LOUIS leads all the other cities 
S in the country as a primary raw 
fur market. Kaw furs are 60 
Classified because they are comparative- 
ly fresh from the nands of the hunters, 
trappers and dealers. From this mar- 
#£et they are passed along to the manu- 
facturers of fur products. As a matter 
of course, the furs received in St. Louis 
do not run into the vast sums of money 
of other lines of commercial activity in 
which this city 'eads, but no other mar- 
ket is even regarded as a dangerous 
competitor. In their report to the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange for 198 Funsten 
Bros. & Co., authorities in such mat- 
ers, declare this city is the most im- 
portant raw fur market in the world. 


Some idea of the importance of this 
market, of which so little is known DY 
the people generally, can be gathered 
from the estimate made of this year’s 
Volume, $7,500.00. This is more than 
double the ammount voted by the people 
to build the free bridge. For one tenth 
of this amount St. Louis purchased 
the old Fair Grounds tract for use as 
a public park. If railroads could be 
built at the rate of $25,000 a mile, the 
revenue from the raw fur trade of this 
city alone would build a line from St. 
Louis to Kansas City and leave several 
hundred thousand dollars for terminals. 

The local trade is not confined to any 
section or district. St. Louls now han- 
dies more Northern furs tnan any other 
city In the United States, and disposes 
of an enormous trade from the Eastern, 
Central, Southern and Southeastern 
states. The greatest impetus has been 
given this industry in the last 10 years 
and the increase in volume has greatly 
exceeded the expectations of the deal- 
ers. Canadian and Alaskan trade which 
formerly found its way to other mar- 
kets now looks to St. Louis for satis- 
factory prices and quick returas of con- 
signments. That the tracers ana trap- 
pers are pleased with the St. Louis way 

of doing business is evidenced by the 
particularly large increase of the trade 
with these remote séctions. 


Laclede Made the Market. 

St. Louis became a fur market 145 years 
ago, When Laclede founded the settle- 
nent. One of the principal occupations 
of Laclede's associates and their suc- 
cessors was trading furs with the In- 
dians. The Indians were good hunters 
and trappers and their intercourse with 
the whites taught them that the skins 
of the wild animals they hunted had a 
market value. Accordingly they ht: 
in their turd, and 2 games th 


Ia those pioneer days the tur bust-| 
ness was regarded as one of the matin 
lines of industry and it crew as

business. Some of these companies 
with mounted guards penetrated for- 
ests that until their coming had never 
been visited by white men. It was 
@ hazardous occupation at that period 
and many lives were given as toll for 
the furs, the Indians looking with de- 
cided disfavor upon the white man’s 
invasion of their preserves. 


Among the earliest of the fur dealers 
in St. Louis are mentioned the Chou- 
teaus, Gén. Ashley, Hugh Glass and 
Pierre Laclede. When Daniel Boone 
started to blaze a trail through North- 
ern Missour!t his rifle and traps fur- 
nished many valuable furs for the loca] 
market. In these days considerable 
business was done with European mar- 
kets by way of New Orleans. The furs 
were sent to the lower end of the Mis- 
sissippi on flatboats, veritable cutters 
in down-stream navigation, but quite 
the reverse when turned against the 
current. The early dealers did not let 
ordinary difficulties discourage the 
trade to any extent. and at all times 
stood’ ready to supply the. demand. 


Origin of Present Salesman. 

With the steamboats, railroads and 
modern civilization, came an expansion 
of the business. The local dealers did 
not wait for the hunters and trappers 
to bring In their catches. but sent out 
agents to buy the pelts. These traveling 
buyers no doubt furnished the idea 
which led later to sending hundreds of 
thonsancs of commercial travelers 
throwgh the country to sell goods. The 
travelers of the fuf industry visited the 
trade sources to purchase rather than 
to sell goods, the reverse of the commer. 
cla] traveler’s function in the present 
day. 

Fur dealers declare the early traders 
did more to civilize and develop the 
West, Notch and Southwest than they 
are credited with in history. Before the 
Civil War other cities in the West be- 
came competitors of St. Louis, but none 
ef these would-be rivals could take away 
the city’s laurels in this line. During 
the war the trappers and hunters 
seemed to have turned soldiers, as there 
was scarcely any trade during those 
days. After the war the business was 
resumed with St. Louis again leading in 
the competition. More buyers than ever

highest-priced furs received are the 
black and silver foxes and the sea ot- 
ters. A first-calss large black fox 
hide will bring from $1000 to $1500. The 
poorest grade will net the trapper 
from $25 to $50, There have been speci- 
mens of the sea otter and black and 
silver foxes that have brought $2000. 

The business is conducted on a strictly 
cash basis. The trapper sends his furs 
and by return mail he gets a check. 
The season ig at its busiest stage from 
Nov. 1 to April 1, and during this time 
the manufacturers’ buyers are here 
competing for the pick of the market. 
These sales are held daily and the bid- 
ding for the lots is spirited and becomes 
brisker with each season. When thé 
furs are received they are divided ac- 
cording to the sections they come from. 
The furs from the southern sections are 
bunched and offered in lots, and the 
same course is followed with the furs 
from the Northern sections, as the furs 
from the far North are necessarily 
much finer than those from the central 
and Southern States. In fact, the prices 
are offered to each State separately— 
as the furs in Minnesota would be much 
finer than those from Florida, the furs 
from Alaska better than those from Mis- 
souri. : 

The greatest care Is taken of these 
shipments, once they are delivered to 
the dealers here. As they are well dried 
before they leave the trappers, they 
rach the local market in good condition. 
The fur recéivets keep the trappers who 
supply-the raw products advised as to 
the condition of the market, which ani- 
mals to seek, and how to treat and 
handle them before shipping. 

Many Amateur Trappers. 

In the primitive period of fur hunt- 
ing, the occupation was confined wholly 
to the Indians and professional trap- 
pers. The professionals still form @ ma- 


jority, but there aré many thousands 
of men and boys living on farms 
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fur trade of the United States in this 
city, but in any event this will continue 
to be the foremost market. As an in- 
dex to the growth of the local market, 
Mr. Fouke states that in the busy sea- 
son St. Louis sells more furs in one day 
than were handled here during an en- 
tire year of the pioneer era. While 
the lerger fur-bearing animals have di- 
minished greatly in this country, he says 
the smaller species are constantly in- 
creasing and that their scarcity in one 
section is due to the fact that they have 
migrated to another. 

All the fur recéelving houses here han- 
dle wool and’other produéts as well, but 
the increases in the other lines have 
not been as marked as that'ef the furs.

It is rarely thrown, because it is dif- 
ficult to impart a rotation to the ball 
from the under surface to the upper 
without throwing the ball underhand- 
ed, and this is the “spin” needed to 
make the ball leap upwards out of 
its course.

An underhanded throw advertises 
to the batter that the pitcher is about 
to attempt a “rise” ball as emphat- 
ically as if he called out what he is 
about to do. 

The limitations of the arm, as well 

as the hostile force of gravitation, 
make the “rise” difficult—indeed, 
many believe it only theoretically pos- 
sible. 
Rut “Rube” Waddell of the Browne 
and “Cy” Young of the Cleveland 
Americans are said to possess the se- 
cret of a “rise” ball thrown over- 
hand. Both have a wonderful devel- 
opment of the wrist, the thumb and 
the first two fingers. 

The only way they can give the ball 
the necessary back spin is to whip the 
fingers down its surface as the hand

AM a structural iron worker, 24 
years old, and accustomed for 
* ‘five years to step lively on nar- 
row. steel beams 15 stories in the air, 
where one mischance means death. 
But my nerve has been broken by the 
reign of terror I have passed through 
since Sam Young was killed in St. 
Louts on April 4. 

Iam so shaken that I welcome my 
steel cell in jail as a protection which 
I eshcll dread to leave. If I am set 
free I sha.. take the first train out of 
St. Louis, which has become to me a 
city filled with ghost-like enemies, 
moatly unseen, but always at my 
heels, watching patiently for the one 
moment when |! shall be off my 


guard. 


| It was not the fear of meeting face 


to those who had sentenced me 
e: which has made me a nerv- 
Ous wreck. I carried a revolver and 


hundred times when somie shadow 
overtook me. 


I dared not step from my home 
after nightfall. Even in my room, 
with my loaded revolver on a chair 
beside my bed, I have started up in 
transports of fear from nightmares 
of assassins who crept from alleys as 
I passed by and shot me in the back. 

Can you imagine ‘vhat it is, for 3:3 
days, to be dogged by phantoms, 
noiseless, rarely visible, but always 
present and watching tirelessly for 
the moment when a man relaxes his 
watchfulnesas? Can you think what 
it is to believe for a whole month 
that if one falls into a single moment 
of carelessness, that moment will 
mean his death? 

I believed tnat an executioner had 
been chosen for me, but I did not 
know who he was. He might be the 
man lounging at the next corner, 
waiting for me, or he might be the 
one I had just passed, who was even 
then, in my fears, drawing a bead on 
my back. 

He might be anyone I met, and the

UST now a State Commission ap- 
J pointed by the Governor of 
lowa is investigating the meth- 
ods of J. C. Sanders, Warden of the 
lowa State Penitentiary at Fort Mad- 
ison. The charge laid at the door of 
Wa den Sanders is that he is treat- 
ing ‘he jai] birds with such marked 
t indvess that it is to be expected that 
the men out of the penitentiary will 
commit crime in order to gain admit- 
tance into the Fort Madison Jail. 
-. What the findings of the Commis- 
sion will be it is impossible to pre- 
dict. Certain it is, however, that 
Warden Sanders has gone farther 
than any other warden in the world 
to soften the blow of the State bludg- 
eon and make life worth living for 
the men behind the bars. 

In the Iowa Penitentiary the jail 
bird is being given a treatment that 
is considered radical by even the most 
advanced and liberal penologists. Lib- 
erties hitherto unknown are being 
granted to the penned-up creatures. 

They are being treated like men 
and not like dogs. Every effort is be- 
ing made in order to reclaim each 
ciiminal from crime and put him on 
the road to useful citizenship. 

(Uintil he went to Fort Madison to 
assume charge of the penitentiary 
Warden Sanders was the principal of 
a high school. During his regime as 
a high-school teacher Mr. Sanders’ 
pet theory was to give every boy and 
girl intrusted to his care an oppor- 
tunity to develop to the highest possi- 
ble point. 

* cs . 

He has carried this principle from 
the schoolroom into the jail. To each 
criminal instrusted to his care War- 
cen Sanders is giving a ‘show” which 
will enable him to get on in the world 
when he leaves the prison. 

Above all, he advocates according a 
humane treatment to the prisoners. 
He lets them smoxe in the jail yard 
aiter supper. An orchestra made up 
of home talent, recruited from 
&mongst the white and colored pris- 
oners and trained by the Warden, 
plays morning, noon and night while 
the jail birds eat their meals. Every 
afternoon, immediately after dinner. 
teams from two of the jail shops play 
baseball, and excited prisoners root 
as vigorously as if they were not shut 
up behind barred windows. Every 
holiday there is a match game be- 
tween two prison teams. 

The prisoners are permitted to dec- 
orate their cells in any manner that 
Tiay appeal to them. As a result the 
Walis of all the cells are covered with 
pictures clipped from newspapers and 
niagazines. 

The jail has a library sto¢ked with 
several hundred volumes. To this li- 
brary. come regularly most of the 
best-known popular illustrated maga- 
z'nes. The library also subscribes to 
inany well-known Sunday papers of 
the country. Each prisoner has the 
mrivyilege of reading these papers, 


‘magazines and books. The prisoners 


$ 


appreciate this prerogative and lib- 
erally patronize both the library and 
the reading room. 

When chapel services are over on 
Sundays and holidays, unless the 
weather happens to be inclement, the 
convicts are granted the liberty of 
the lower yard, which covers an area 
of probably 300 or 400 feet square. 
tiere the prisoners pass an hour or 
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two; quietly talking to one another 
in groups of twos and threes. The 
men enjoy this privilege immensely 

Warden Sanders has organized 
classes in music where the prisoners 
are taught singing, and where their 
voices are carefully cultivated by an 
expert in vocal music. Here the con- 
victs are also instructed in playing 
musical instruments. 

An orchestra of 15 pieces has been 
organized. A glee club of 20 mem- 
bers hag also been formed. No pris- 
oner is debarred from membership in 
either orchestra or glee club if he has 
the money to buy the instrument that 
he wishes to use and if he has the tal- 
ent to be trained. 

The orchestra plays during the meal 
hou:s while the 450 piisoners are eat- 
ing. The musical :ehearsals are held 
at night and are so arranged that 
they do not interfere with the rou- 
tine work of the prison. Very little 
money has to be spared by the jail 
management, for the prisoners club 
together to bear all the expenses of 
the musical organizations. 


All this amusement is not provided 
to the convicts just for mere amuscec- 
ment’s sake. While it undoubtedly 
cheers the life of the prisoner—a life 
which anyone who knows anything at 
all about prisons will unhesitatingly 
admit is a life of unrelieved torment 
and bare of all poetry or happiness— 
the primary purpose of the amuse- 
ments, and especially of music, is to 
regenerate the souls of the impris- 
oned men and refine their natures. 
Music is therefore an important fac- 
tor in the reforms initiated by War- 
den Sanders. So are also flowers. 

According to this Iowa Warden, 
both music and flowers go a great 
way to redeem the prisoner from 
crime and develop within him the de- 
sire to lead a worth-while life. With 
this end in view, every effort is made 
by the officers of the penitentiary 
to encourage the men to train them- 
selves as singers and players. 

The prison yard in the summer 
time is beautified with flowers and 
shrubs raised by the prisoners. It is 
really remarkable to note how the 
convicts take to flower raising and 
inusic. Men who have committed the 
most dastardly crimes play plaintive 
strains that.sound as if they had been 
wafted from an angel chorus, and 
raise flowers toat make one think of 
the “Garden of Paradise.” 

Never is a convict called by his 
number. The Warden himself speaks 
to the prisoner by his first name. As- 
sistant wardens and guards do like- 
wise. This is one way in which the 
management recognizes that each 
convict has a soul and an individual- 
ity and that he is not an undistin- 
guished member of a conglomerate 
herd.

In order to develop the self-respect 
of each prisoner, Warden Sanders has 
an ogee that brutalizing punishment 
must be done away wit,. during nis 
term of office. The dread solitary 
cells and bread and water diet have 
been abolished all but in name. 

In lieu of these brutal. punishments 
& much more subtle and therefore a 
much more severe method of chastise- 
ment has been inaugurated. The War. 
den makes the prisoner charged with 
insubordination or misdemeanor cof 
any kind wear the regulation jail

stripes as a glaring mark of the 
man’s irrectitude. No convict likes 
to be punished in this manner. He 
would much rather submit to a lash- 
ing with the traditional cat-o’-nine- 
tails than be singled out amongst 450 
of his fellow -prisoners by the humil- 
iating garb. 

The jail stripes are worn by the 
prisoner only as a punishment. Rad- 
ical changes have been effected in 
the clothing of tne convict. 

The Warden has designed a uni- 
form of plain gray cloth which is cal- 
culated to create in the imprisoned 
man a greater self-respect, to inspire 
him to hold his head high and keep 
his honor spotless. When the pris- 
oner arrives at the penitentiary he 
must wear the second-grade suit. This 
is made of checked cloth, but is dis- 
tinguished from the _ regulation 
stripes. 

The convict must wear this second- 
grade suit until he is entitled td the 
first-grade uniform. He can establish 
his right to the clothes that resemble 
very much those of a civilian in the 
ordinary walk of life, by proving to 
the Warden that he is in earnest !9 
lead a life in accordance with the law 
laid down by him, that is to say, a 
thoroughly honest, useful and obedi- 
ent life. Nearly all the population of 
the jail is clad in the first-grade suit. 

The first-grade suits are stylish. 
The caps especially are liked by the 
men who wear them. They are stiff 
and smart looking and in every way 
tickle the pride of those who are for- 
tunate enough to don them. 

No one ever heard of a prisoner 
wearing stiff collars and _ boiled 
shirts, beautiful ties and stylish shoes. 
But the convicts at the Iowa State 
Penitentiary are allowed all these lux- 
uries on Sundays and holidays. Every 
one of the prisoners entitled to a 
first-grade suit can claim by divine 
right every one of these articles. The 
only limitation is this: that he must 
pay the piper if he orders the tune. 

* * * 

As a legitimate corollarry to this 
proposition of strengthening the self- 
respect of the men behind the bars, 
some of the convicts who, by long 
good conduct have established their 
reputation for trustworthiness, are 
permitted to go outside the jail as 
errand. boys of the Warden. On such 
occasions their persons are not dis- 
graced with handcuffs or with man- 
acles of any kind. Not even a gua:d 
from the jail goes shoulder to shoul- 
deer with the prisoner, although as 3 
rule one follows a few feet behind. 

The convict knows that if he be- 
trays the trust that is imposed ip 
him by the Warden he will suffer as 
a consequence. He will lose all the 
good marks that he has earned. He 
is sure to be captured and brought 
back. Every one of the few convicts 
who during the incumbency .of the 
present Warden has fled from the 
jail, has been restored to the peniten- 
tiary, and this is a record of which 
few jails where no reform regime has 
been instituted can boast. But if the 
prisoner is true to his trust and does 
by the Warden as in honor bound he 
ought to, he is sure to be promoted 
and rewarded.

on fire, brigade, which recently was

from destruction because their cells 
were unlocked and they were able to 
hasten to fight a fire which would 
have wiped out the whole peniten- 
tiary. 

The men who have been accorded 
this privilege go about their work in 
a quiet, orderly manner, and are as 
well-behaved as if they were locked 
in their cells. In not a single instance 
has one of the men whose cell was 
unlocked committed a misdemeanor 
of any kind because of the liberty al- 
lowed him, much less tried to skip 
the jaiP. 

As still another method employed 
by Warden Sanders to develop the 
germ of the good that may be left in 
the heart of the prisoner, the wife 
and children of the convict, if he has 
any, are encouraged to pay as many 
visits to the imprisoned husband and 
father as they may be able to arrange. 
On rare occasions some of the most 
trustworthy convicts have been ac- 
corded the privilege of absolute pri- 
vacy with their wives and children in 
the Warden’s private parlor. 

These visits always prove effica- 
cious in softening the criminal na- 
ture of the incarcerated one. Even 








the most brutal hearted of the con- 
victs shed tears while in the company 
of their wife or sweetheart, and in 
the presence of their progeny. Many 
are the vows they make to lead a life 
of rectitude when restored to their 
liberty, and some of the ex-convicts, 
when liberated, keep these promises. 

While the stylish suit that the con- 
vict wears develops his self-respect: 
while the trust that the prison admin- 
istration reposes in him cultures his 
trustworthiness; while the amuse- 
ment that the incarcerated man is 
given makes him lead a more con- 
tented life and keeps him from hatch- 
ing plans to wreak vengeance ‘upon 
society a8 soon as he is liberated: 
while flowers and music mold the jail 
bird’s character, changing criminal- 
ity into refinement, hatred into love: 
the man behind the bars is having his 
head and hands trained so that when 
he goes out into the world once agai; 
he will be able to support himself 
honestly. The prison school is in ses-

N ZION no saloon or drug 

| store is allowed. Not only 

is no liquor or tobacco per- 

mitted to be sold, but smoking 
and drinking are prohibited. 

No doctor or deatist is per- 
mitted to practice. 

The city!is laid out 10 miles 
square on the shores of Lake 
Michigan, 42 miles north of Chi- 
cago. It was consecrated on the 
12th of July, 1901. 

Some of the land.cost $500 an 
acre. Dowie paid cash for 
1000 acres arid then opened up 
his land sale. On the first day 
his followers poured into the 
new city in crowds. Two hun- 
dred carloads of tents, commis- 
sary supplies and other equip- 
ments preceded them. Dowie 
granted them leases to the land 
good for 1100 years. He did this 
at prices which would net him 
a profit of $15,000,000 on the 
deal. 

The workmen, fired with re- 
ligious zeal, toiled like beav- 
ers, 

They laid out streets and 
parks and boulevards; houses 
and schools and public buildings 
arose like magic. Soon there was 
a population of 10,000,

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the Zion City lid, with its 75 restric- 
tive rivets, will fly off. Zion City 
will be as other cities, democratic 
instead of theocratic, and the mug- 
nificent experiment will have gone 
down to the failure to which, in the 
minds of practically all except the 
Dowieites, it was foredoomed. 


In the place of their leases, prop- 
erty holders will receive fee simple 
titles, without the peculiar Zion City 
restrictions. The domination of the 
city by “the Christian Catholic 
Church” will be at an end. 

The city will be ruled by a Mayor 


and City Council, actually, instead of 


tentatively as at present. Private en- 
terprise will replace the present co- 
operative business organization under 
church control.

The*destructian of Zion City as a

Zion City, acecording.to Voliva, the 
general overseer, will continue for a 
time at least, to be its headquarters 
and capital and Zion Tabernacle will 
continue to be its temple. 

But a day will come, if Voliva is 
permitted to carry out his plans. 
when the remnant of the Zion City 
faithful, thinking sadly of the glad-

With the influx of 


ise on the shore of Lake Michigau® 
will go forth to found another com- 
munity on another plan, similar in 
most ways to the Zion plan, but dif- 
fering from it for one thing in being 
a community whose foundation shail 
be the tilling of the soil instead of 
the founding of great industries. 

“I look upon the maintenxnce of a 
settlement of believers as vital to 
the carrying out of the principles of 
the church,” says Overseer Voliva. 
“The principles to which I refer are 
that religion should touch life at 
every point and that it should be 
worked out in business and politics 
and in all the affairs of men.” 

But Zion City, in making its last 
stand against dissolution, is fighting 
as a city aivided against itself. The 
strife is internecine. Zionists are 
stormirfg the breastworks of restric- 
tions and Zionists are in the defen- 
sive trenches. Zionists are attacking 
the leases and Zionists are trying to 
preserve them. 


The city is sundered by two main 
factions and a cluster of minor ones. 
Opposed to Leader Voliva is Leader 
Daniel Bryant. Voliva and his fol- 
lowers stand for the supremacy of 
the religious organization and for an 
administration of the city along the 
strict lines laid down by Dowile. 

The Bryantites are the progress- 
ives. They want the church divorced 
from temporal affairs, a referendum 
vote for the people and the offering 
of every inducement to outside mer- 
chants and manufacturers to come 
into Zion and revivify its industry 
and commerce. 

Voliva affects to despise Byrant 
and the Bryantites. He says, with a 
trace of bitterness, that he would 


not dignify Bryant by referring to him 
as the leader of an element. 

Bryant does not fling b: >k a retort. 
He grimly points to the returns of the 
election that was held April 20. Ac- 
cording to those returns, as admitted 
by - Voliva, the “Z..n” party polled 
404 votes and the “Independent” 
party candidates received from 416 to 
425 votes. 

To be sure, Voliva says many of 
the Independent votes were fraudu- 
lent and expresses confidence that 
this will be shown in tLe ‘contest that 
has béen filed. But Mr. Bryant just 
as confidently predicts that the con- 
test will establish that a victory was 
fairly won and that a majority of the 
people of Zion City want the gates 
thrown opcn. 

In the meantime W. Hurd Clenden- 
in, the “Zion” party. Mayor, holds 
on the office and a Zion administra- 
tion remains in power.

Even if the Bryan party prevail in 
the election contest they will have 
scant power to carry into effect their 
progressive principals as long as the 
leases stand. The restrictions in 
these wiJl be in the way of throwing 
the town wide open. The administra- 
tion would have the power to grant 
franchises, but not the power to re- 
lieve from tue restrictions in the 
leases. 

The legal situation with .reference 
to the .eases is this: The estate of 
Dowie is in the hands of a receiver, 
Gus D. Thomas. Judge Landis,of the 
United ©tates District Court has de- 
cided that Dowie held the Zion City 
lands and properties as trustee. Judge 
Landis decided that the receiver could 
give deeds with simple restrictions in 
place of the elaborately restricted 
eases. 

The leaseholders fileq a pill in 
equity in the Circuit Court, asking 
that the leases be declared binding. 
Receiver Thomas represented to 
Judge Landis that the proceeding in 
the Circuit Court was in contempt of 
the United States Court. Judge Lan- 


dis enjoined the leaseholders from 
proceeding in the Circ it Court. The 
leaseholders appealed from the de- 
cision of Judge Landis. 

And Overseer Voliva says: “On the 
ultimate ruling on our appeal the 
life of Zion Cty depends.” 

He was seated in the parlor of his 
home as he spoke. There was no 
emotion, no vehemence. The calm- 
ness of his speech and manner com- 
ported well with the quiet elegance 
of his attire and the tasteful richness 
of the interior of the home. It was 
only when he spoke of his enemies 
that he manifested any feeling. Then 
his expression became a little more 
determined. 

“The population now,” he contin- 
ued, “is about the same as it has been 
for the past two years. I think it is 
increasing. We are making an effort 
to re-establish the commercial and 
industrial life of the city on a sound 
co-operative basis. We now have co- 
operative stores, a new printing plant, 
a coal] and wood yard and we are 
getting ready to establish an office 
supply house. 

“In the enterprises that derive their 
patronage from our own people we 
guarantee interest and the people 
who do the purchasing share in the 
profits. In the case of the office 
supply house, we will not be able to 
guarantee anything, because it wil] 
depend upon outside patronage.

It is'the Zion City spirit that is 
crumbling.

That this was the original site of Solo- 
mon’s Temple is generally accepted, being based 
upon trustworthy traditions, for here was the 
second temple built under the direction of Ezra 
and Nehemiah when the Jews returned ftom 
Babylonian exile in the reign of Cyrus the Great. 
And there is no doubt that this temple, afterward 
called the Herodian Temple, because of certain 


extensions made by King Herod, was built on the 
site of Solomon’s Temple, as only 70 years had 
elapsed since the destruction of the first or Solo- 
monic Temple by the Assyrians, and Jerusalem 
had been inhabited all this time. 

Some other site in Jerusalem will have to be se- 
cured from the Turkish Government before the 
work of building is .begun, but that should be 
a comparatively simple matter. While according 
to the Bible three years were spent in preparing 
the materials for the building and seven years 
more for the actual construction, no such length 
of time should be required in the twentieth cen- 
tury, with all our mechanical ‘aids for construct- 
ing’ great edifices. And this will be a great edi- 
fice; As will be remembered by every Bible 
reader, King Solomon made a contract with Hi- 
ram, King of Tyre, to furnish, the wood and 
stone that were required.
